THE GOVERNOR DID WELL. 


Governor Johnson is to be commended for his position upon the 
pardoning of Fariss. In cold blood that murderer entered a railroad 
train for the purpose of robbing the travellers. One of the victims 
recognized him, and in cold blood to escape detection and arrest, Far- 
iss shot down the man. There was not the slightest excuse for the 
murder, and if ever there was a case deserving hanging this was one. 
Yet a lot of sentimentalists have persuaded the wife of the dead man 
and the mother of the latter’s children to ask the Governor to pardon 
his murderer, and of course the usual crop of sentimentalists and 
theorists are busy explaining that the murder is due to social con- 
ditions, and therefore excusable. 

The only social condition that would seem to have been respon- 
sible for the killing of Horace Montague on the train that night, was 
the fact that hc recognized the highwayman and there being a police 


’ force in the country, the chances are that he would have had Fariss 


arrested and convicted for highway robbery if he had not been killed 
and Fariss transformed by the act into a murderer instead of only a 
thief. 

It can not be claimed in the case of this man that he was hungry, 
that he had a famiiy depending upen him, or that he was forced to 
rob and murder by his circumstances. He was what he was solely 
because he preferred that style of living to being a decent and orderly 
member of society, and it is hard to imagine any conditions that could 
possibly arise which would make a law-abiding citizen of such a man. 

There are some crimes and some conditions undoubtedly that are 
due to imperfect social conditions. The large number of unemployed 
is an evil that needs careful study and adjustment. The man who has 
a family starving and can not get work, the man who is hungry and 
homeless, the man who is in desperate circumstances and cannot get 
help, all have some justification for any crime they commit under the 
desperation and.emotions of their unfortunate conditions, but there 
was nothing of that ‘kind in evidence in the case of of Fariss. He 
was @ thief because he waa ‘$00. lazy,.or too criminal by instinct to be 
honest, and he was a murderer béeause he, did not want to suffer the 
penalty that society had imposed for ames. Of course if thieves 
were not punished and train ‘roWberi@ilale: permitted, possibly that 
would be a condition of society tnder Whieh Montague would still be 


alive and Fariss not a myfderer. But the péople of this covntry have | 


not yet reached @ stage of insanity where they are willing te permit 
robbery and erime to go unchecked, and so long as they insist upon 
the punishment of the criminal the governor has no more right than 


- anyother individual to stand between them and their just purpose.

As for the question of hanging, Governor Johnson’s position on 
When the question of abolishing capital 


under sentence until the wish of the people was known. Neither by 
an initiative, nor through the Legislature, were the people willing 
to abolish capital punishment; in fact many of the senators who had 
voted for abolishment in 1911 voted against it in 1913, beeakse of 
events that had occurred during those years. The people then having 
spoken; the people then having declared that the murderer must 
expiate his offense on the gallows, it is not for the governor or any 
one else to step in and stay their hands. As the governor very well 
says, it is up to the courts to make a lighter sentence if they see fit; 
and the power to pardon has only been given the governor to use 
when mitigating cireumstances arise after the conviction, which he 


has reason to believe were not known at the time of the trial. Noth-| 


ing of that kind has arisen in this case, and therefore there is no rea- 
son why Fariss should not hang. 

While of course it is very charitable, and from that standpoint 
commendable, in the widow of Montague to intercede for his mur- 
derer, yet the offense is not against her, but against the people of the | 
state, against society, and punishment is not simply to punish the) 
offender, who suffers, but to deter others following in his footsteps. 
The carnival of crime that is raging in this country is due to the idea 
that the criminal will not have to suffer for his crimes, and the | 
sooner that idea is removed from the minds of criminals, and they 
know that conviction of murder means death, the fewer widows and 
orphans will result from the unbridled passions, and criminal in- 
stinets of the depraved in this country. Our murder record is now 
the largest by far in the world, and it is the maudlin sentimentality 
of those who ap pealed to Governor Johnson to pardon Fariss which 
is responsible largely for that fact. 


WORKING FOR TAXES. 


Every sensible man knows that government costs money, and no 
one objects to paying his fair share of the civic burden if he receives 
value for the capenditure. But every man of sense objects to the 
wasting of money that he earns, whether it is done by those of his 
own family, or by the public authority. The vast majority of the 
people who make Richmond their home earn their living by their 
labor. The number of local millionaires is not conspicuously large, 
and may be considered a neglible quantity in this discussion. The 
wage-earner, therefore, is paying for the support of the city govern- 
ment. If the taxes are wasted it is his money that is wasted, and 
every dollar of his represents just so much labor. 

‘When, then, you are earning your daily stipend, do not overlook 

-factsthat a certain amount.of your labor is for the benefit of the 
» city. If it is a real benefit there is no rfason to complain, but when 
it is absolutely and ridiculously wasted that is quite another thing. 

It appears now to the $20,000 which has gone bird nesting, 


thanks to the members of the City Couneil who are responsible for 
‘letting two contracts for paving the same street at different grades;

there is now to be added the costs and damage in damage suits. How! 
much that may prove to be only time can tell, and time is not par-| 
ticularly communicative on that point at present. One thing, how- | 
ever, is certain, whatever the amount it must come out of the pocket | 
of the taxpayers, and if you are a taxpayer it must come out of your 
pocket. You, therefore, are working for the birds; you are throwing 
your money away. 


Is it not time. therefore, that the taxpayers of this community | 
should get busy ard stop the waste of their money? Is it not time 
that Richmond should rid herself of the present incompetent man-| 
agement of public affairs, not by changing the men in control of 
affairs, but by changing the whole system of city government? Think 
of what the money that has been wasted would have done and how 
much prettier and more attractive Richmond would be with a beau-| 
tiful park that the $20,000 that has gone on ridiculous street grading, 
plus the money that is going now on court costs and damages, would | 
have provided. Are the wage-earners and taxpayers of Richmond | 
going to stand for this era of waste and inecompetency 


IGNORANT NEWSPAPERMEN. 


No one in the habit of reading the San Francisco papers who is| 
at all acquainted with the geégraphy of California can have failed to 
note the fact that while the editors, reporters and editorial force gen- 
erally, including the proof-readers may be very competent men as 
newspaper men they are remarkable failures as geographers, and 
especially when the geography of this state is in evidence. There is 
searcely a day when the Examiner, Chronicle or their contemporaries 
do not make absurd geographical statements, and it is a well known 
fact among newspapermen all over the state that the orders they get 
to cover news from the state editors in San Francisco are frequently 
ridiculous. A correspondent at Vallejo will be asked to find out | 
some information at Santa Rosa, or the correspondent will be asked | 
to wire immediately the status of some case at Quincy, Susanville, or | 
Alturas, or some other place hundreds of miles off. When an accident 
happened some years ago over the Feather river between Marysville 
and Yuba City the intelligent news editor of the Examiner wired to| 
Chico fifty miles away for information instead of his correspondent in 
Marysville not a mile from the scene of the accident. 

There seems to be an idea among Mr. Hearst’s and Mr. De 
Young’s young men that the state is bounded on the north by Mt. 
Tamalpais, on the south by San Jose, on the east by Oakland and on 
the west by the Pacific. Some of the more intelligent among them 
have heard of Los Angeles, but in their opinion the interveneing ter- 
ritory is so miserable and worthless, that intelligent people always 
travel through it from San Francisco to Los Angeles at night so as to 
see as little of it as possible. 

As a rule the Chronicle is less of an offender than the Examiner, 
and it is in the news columns and not in the editorial page that the 
mistakes occur. It was surprised therefore that we saw in Mr. De 
Young’s paper the other day that the Supervisors of Yolo county were 
going to investigate the hop riots in Wheatland. Why Yolo should 
busy herself about the affairs of Yuba county was not explained, and 
the statement was evidently predicated upon the idea in the editorial 
cranium that Wheatland is in Yolo county. 

Such mistakes may not be important but they are ridiculous and 
absurd and inexcuseable on the editorial page of a paper like the| 
‘hronicle whose owner and editor are natives of the state, or at least | 
| have lived here all their lives.

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FLY PROBLEM IS CONFRONTING 


HEALTH OFFICIALS 


The old question, ‘“‘Where do all 
the flies come from?’’ will soon be 
asked by all the residents of this 
city. It has been discovered that 
cach female fly lays 120 eggs at a 
time, and that she usually lays four 
of these generous batches of eggs 
before she considers her motherly 
cuties ended. 

Professor Howard, chief of the 
United States Bureau of Entomology, 
began studying flies in the early part 
of last Jane, and ge found that the 
eggs which the’fly laid on June 1 had 
hatched out into flies within ten 
days and that each of the 120 young 
flies was ready to start right in laying 
eggs at the same rate that. their 
mother had laid them. 

Starting with the first batch of 
120 eggs laid by the original fly on 
June 1, we arrive at the following as- 
tounding tabel of consequences: 
June 1 one fly, 120 eggs. 

June 10 120 flies, 14,400 eggs. 
June 20, 14,400 flies, 1,728,000 
eggs. 

June 30, 1,728,000 flies, 217,360,- 
000 eggs. 

July 10, 217,360,000 flies, 20,083,- 
200,000 eggs. 


July 20, 26,083,200,000 flies, 3,- 
29,984,000,000 eggs. 
July 30, .3,029,984,000,000 flies 


Jay 363,598,080,000,000 eggs. 
The above is for only two months 
and from only one mother fly, and 
her first batch of 120 eggs. Easy 
to see where the flies come from. 
The normal mind can not grasp 
the full meaning of the figures, but 
a little computation begins to reveal 
what a stupendous mass it would be. 
Suppose we say that an average 
house fly measures a quarter of an 
inch in length, then four flies stand- 
ing Indian file would reach just one 
inch, or 253,440. flies in a mile, if 
they stand in a sontinuous line, if 
cne fly occupies a quarter of an inch 


would be sixty-four flies to a cubic 
inch, or 110,592 flies to a cubic foot, 
or 2,985,984 flies to a cubic yard, or 
277,791,171,084,000 flies to a cpbic 
mile. Of course these figures assume 
that each fly is a mother fly, capable 
of laying eggs. whereas half the flies 
would be male flies,” and have no 
direct offspring, but on the other 
hand the figures given above are 
really inadequate and do not begin to 
be big enough. 

This will be seen when it is real- 
ized that each one of tire flies in the 
above calculation is only allowed to 
lay one batch of eggs, whereas she| 
is entitled to lay four batches of 
eggs, and each of these three batches 
of eggs might hatch out into flies, 
and go on laying their four batches 
of eggs. 

This would be a perfectly legiti- 
mate thing to reckon, but the figures 
would be beyond anything which we 
would print, and it would be as hope- 
less as to count the grains of sand 
at the seashore. 

Now, of course, all the eggs a fly 
lays do not hatch out, and that for- 
tunate fact is what saves us from 
such pest of flies as would ruin 
the world, but the lesson of all this 
is that every fly should be killed 
whenever possible. 

Man has brought upon himself the 
duty of exterminating flies, because 
le has thoughtlessly aided the fly in 
its multiplication. He very carelessly 
leaves meat and vegetables. lying 
about for the insect to breed in; 
horses in the city, pig-pens, out- 
vouses, chicken-coops and houses, 
open garbage cans, etc., provide ideal 
places for the laying and hatching of 
eggs. 

As man has been so much kinder 
to the fly than nature meant to be. 
he must make war or suffer forever 
from the pest, so SWAT THE FLY.

After shooting and killing Mrs. 
Frances Klicinovich, aged 43, and 


slightly wounding her husband, An- 
tone, Mark Skarich, yesterday, sent 
a bullet into his own heart, dying in- 
stantly. The tragedy oecurred yes- 
terday morning ir San Francisco. The 
two men formerly were partners in 
an apple business at Watsonville, and 
a quarrel over business matters led to 
the tragedy.
